Now, Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-sect'on (3) of section 58 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby directs that the provisions of the said sub-sect on (3) shall apply to the said 
type of vehicle subject to tho modifications/conditions specified hereunder below the said table: —

The above relaxation is subject to the following modificat'ons/conditions:— 

(1) Due care shall be taken to assess before hand such obstructions and hindrances as branches of trees and 

buildings that exist on or along the route and at the curvos. All necessary remedial and precautionary 
measures shall bo taken by the operator/driver before plying the vehicle on the route; 

(2) The Central Government shall not be responsible for any damage in transit to the above vehicle/trailors 

or to the things loaded; 

(3) The owner of the vehicle shall be responsible for any damage caused to the road maintained or supervised 
by the Central Government/National Highway Authority or its agency and lo the road structures either 
directly or indirectly due to movement/plying of the said vehicle and the owner shall be liable to pay the 
amount as damages that may be assessed by the National Highway Authority; 

(4) the said vehicle shall move without creating any obstructions or hindrance to the normal flow of traffic 

on the road/route; 

(5) Necessary warning signals l'ke red flags during day-time and red fights during night shall be uscd/displayed 
to indicate clearly and properly tho extremities of the vehicle and trailers; 

(6) Necessary permission shall be obtained by the operator/driver from the local bed fes or other Govt, depart¬ 
ments for plying/running the said vehicle/trailors on their roads; 
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(7) The authorities of the National Highway bridges, culverts or of other roads or of reads structures shall 
be entitled to stop the movement of the said vehicle/trailors due to exigencies/situations and for reasons 
or road-condition and road structures: 

(8) The speed-limit shall be 16 km- per hour. 

(9) The weights and dimensions specified in columns No. 3, and4intheTubleglvcnuboveshall not be increased 
in the said vehicle/trailors; 

(10) The said vehicle/trailors shall move only after sulftc'.ent advance/prior no tee to the concerned Assistant/ 
Divisional Engineer of the highway/road. 

(11) Separate prior permission from the Railway Administration shall be obtained before crossing any level- 
crossing or any over-bridge/under-bridge of the railway. 

(12) While moving on any road-structurc/bridgc/culvert/causeway, it shall he ensured that the sa d \th da/ 
trailors move at crawling speed without causing any impact and without applying brakes and while no 
other vehicle is on that structure.
